}me  stfttementi  auide  at  fhai  time  are  of  fo- 
rest In  the  light  of  the  present  attitude  of  the 
>Utlclans  In  the  United  States.  We  quote  some 
them:  ^ 

Senator  McCuniber:  "It  is  probably  true  that 
i4ore  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  men  are  going

Congressman  Madden:  "We  are  starting  out 
to  win  a  victory,  as  I  understand  it,  to  maintain 
American  rights;  and  If  we  can  maintain  Amer- 
ican rights  by  furnishing  money  to  somebody 
.willing  to  fight  our  battles  until  we  fight  these 
battlee  for  ourselves,  we  ought  to  do  It." 

These  were  the  sentiments  that  prevailed  at 
the  time  the  loans  were  made  by  the  United 
States  to  the  Allied  nations.  There  appears  to 
have  been  a  revulsion  of  opinion  among  Amer- 
ican politicians  In  this  latter  era.  There  is  no 
talk  now  of  how  the  Allies  held  the  field  and  of 
the  losses  they  suffered  while  awaiting  Amer 
lean  co-operation.  The  co-operation  which  was 
given  in  a  monetary  sense  was  purely  on  a  mer- 
cenary basis  although  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
lives  were  lost  and  millions  wounded  and  shat- 
tered while  awalthig  active  participation  by  the 
Americans  in  the  war.  Tiie  attitude  of  the  United 
States  at  the  present  time,  particularly  in  view 
of  world  economic  conditions,  is  not  understand- 
able. The  better  type  of  mind  In  America  does 
not  take  the  viewpoint  of  the  politicians.  That 
mind  1>  Illustrated  by  fhe  appeal  made  some  time 
ngo  by  Mr.  Frederick  W.  Pcabody.  couneillor-at- 
law  at  Ashburnham,  Massachusetts,  when  he 
prepared  a  fMAMf aadnm  irtileb  eoDtalned  the 
following: 

'•May  the  just  Qod,  who  presides  over  the 
feetlny  of  nations,  arouse  thoi  lovers  of  Amer- 
ica to  demand  and  procure  the  cancellation  of 
every  dollar  said  to  be  due  us  for  money  ad- 
Tanoed  to  'the  Oovemments  engaged  In  war  with 
the  enemies  of  the  United  States'  for  the  'pur- 
pose of  more  effectively  providing  for  the  na- 
tional security  and  defence.'  So  shall  they  Tln- 
dlcate  the  honor  of  America  In  the  aUffust 
tribunal  of  world  opinion."

statistics  can  be  very  deceptive.  The  Statis- 
tical Branch  of  the  National  Revenue  Depart- 
ment has  Just  Issued  some  figures  which  It  is 
claimed  show  that  the  per  capita  consumption 
of  spirits  in  the  Dominion  amounted  to  only  .21 
gallons,  or  about  one-quarter  of  the  average 
yearly  consumption  in  the  last  sixty-five  years. 
Ko  doubt  there  has  been  a  conMerable  falling 
off  in  such^  consumption,  due  to  economic  con- 
ditions, but  on  ttie  basis  of  the  statistics  to  at- 
tempt to  show  how  great  that  falling  off  is  does 
not  represent  actual  spirit  consumi^tion  among 
the  people  of  this  country.  A  great  pmpurtlonof 
the  falling  off  is  due  to  a  d<  <  <<  ,i  in  tourist 
traffic  during  the  past  year.  There  is  an  exper- 
ience In  British  Columbia  to.  show  how  great 
that  falling  off  has  been  as  illustrated  by  liquor 
rereintj.  l^ere  is  a  similar  decrease  In  Quebec 
and  Ontario,  as  well  as  in  the  Pridrie  Provinces 

The  revenue  derived  from  spirits  in  the  last 
fiscal  year  amounted  to  $2  per  capita  as  com 
pared  with  $3  in  the  previous  yaar.  Per  capita 
consumption  of  beer  decreased  IS  per  cent  in  the 
last  fiscal  year  and  revenue  from  duties  on  beer 
dropped  from  45  cents  per  head  In  1931-32  to 
38  cenU  per  head  in  the  last  fiscal  year.  Much 
of  the  loss  has  been  caused  through  a  decreased 
tourist  traffic,  as  well  as  because  of  a  falling  off 
In  the  purchasing  power  of  the  people  of  this 
country.  The  statistics,  however,  are  misleading 
so  far  as  they  attempt  to  show  what  Canadians 
are  drinking.  That  could  only  be  determined 
by  separating  the  purchases  made  by  visitors 
from  those  made  by  Canadians.

BrlUln.

Modem  conditions  are  therefore 
at  varianee  with  theories  which 
have  been  worn  to  the  point  at 
which  nothing  but  the  framework 
of  the  fabric  remains.  Highly  effl- 
oient  machinery  and  dMap  labor 
have  played  a  large  part  in  the 
accomplishment  of  tins  revolution. 
Tliat  Is  why  Mr.  Baktwln,  a  man  of 
wide  experience  and  breadth  of 
vlalon,  has  called  attention  to  the 
situation  la  Oesat  Britatai.  He 
virtually  has  declared  that  Oreat 
Britain,  like  another  country,  has 
put  an  hsr  eggs  In  one  basket, 
which  is  a  danpreroiis  thing  to  do.

When  Oeorge  Stephenson  applied 
the  principles  discovered  by  Watt 
to  methods  of  transportation,  he 
gave  increased  Impetus  to  the  al- 
ready expanding  trade  and  com- 
merce of  Oreat  Britain.  But  the 
genius  of  those  two  great  Inventors 
also  opened  opportunities  to  re- 
sourceful people  in  other  coun- 
tries, some  of  them  with  natural 
resources  vastly  greater  than  those 
of  Oreat  Britain.  Factories  have 
boon  sslahHihsg  ta  an  parts  ef  the 
world  and  railways  prRctlcally  en- 
circle the  earth.  The  apprentices

Kbit  first  distinctly  national  Cana- 
dian Church,  the  Unltfd  Church  of 
Osnada.  Tlic  Church  of  England  in 
CJanada  has  its  own  prayrr  b(x>k. 
but  It  i.s  a  sliKhtly  n-vi.sed  version  of 
that  of  the  Mother  Church  in  Eng- 
lajid-  The  Presbyterian  Book  of 
Common  Order  was  prepared  by  a 
committee  ol  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canada  in  1923.  It.  how- 
ever, received  only  the  "general  ap- 
proval" of  tbe  General  dusmWy  of 
that  dxurdi  and  has  never  eome 
latoaay  leneral  use. 

TBm  book  under  discussion,  while 
aeowedly  drawlnff  upon  past  cen- 
tirles  and  other  lands,  was  aimed 
to  express  the  distinctive  note  of 
present-day  Canadian  Chrl.stlanity 
One  Illustration  of  this  modern 
spirit  Is  the  diversity  of  forms  that 
is  offered.  No  les  .sthan  five  vari- 
ants are  given  as  forms  for  orders 
of  pnhiic  wor.shlp.  There  are  two 
orders  for  the  observance  of  the 
Xiird's  Supper,  the  very  title,  or  Holy 
Oommunlon,  suggesting  the  flexl- 
bmty  of  the  Utuzgy.

SOUcltude  of  Christian  people 
right  BOdal  conditions  should 
Sll.  In  a  marked  dORree  voire 
Is  flven  to  the  de.sire  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  gosix-1  to  the  economic! 
aspect  of  life.  This  is  a  new  note  in 
the  life  of  the  Christian  church. 
Waile  Chrl.stlan.s  have  always  been 
called  to  charity  and  kindness  in  or- 
dinary relations  of  life,  it  is  only 
within  the  last  century  that  the 
Christian  Church  as  a  whole  has 
seen  the  vision  of  the  total  com- 
munity life  as  keyed  to  their  Mas- 
tfta  tslxii  of  brotherllness,  and  the 
lefal.  eoounerdal  and  Industrial 
Ur4  of  num  atranted  aeoerdlng  to 
tbe  altruism  of  Jesus. 

"the  Book  of  Common  Order  con- 
tates  many  prayers  tliat  expre.s.s  the 
OBw  social  spirit  Some  of  them 
br^the  the  spirit  and  indeed  have 
ths  form  of  the  volume  brought 
out  by  Dr.  Rauschenbu.sch  about 
forty  years  ago;  "Prayers  for  the 
social  awakening."  Similar  aids  to

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Britain.  One  of  the  more  recent  of 
these  is  the  "Act^  of  I)»  votl<»i," 
which  was  published  under  the  aus- 
pices of  Toe  H  and  which  reflects 
the  unselfish  concepts  of  this  move- 
ment This  book  Is  being  largely 
used  In  a  supplementary  way  by 
Anglican  clergy.  It  was  the  prin- 
cipal medium  for  tbe  devotkms  of 
the  general  ministerial  body  of  this 
city  and  the  Island,  that  net  last 
week  at  Royal  Oak  for  a  day's  re- 
treat. 

What  marks  the  present  book  is 
its  incorporation  of  many  prayer.s 
expressive  of  the  wider  spirit.  Tliere 
are,  as  may  be  expected,  prayers  for 
the  King  and  royal  family,  for  the 
high  court  of  Parliament,  for  the 
Empire,  for  the  Dominion,  for  tlie 
church  and  the  home,  for  the  sick 
and  .sorrowing  and  sad.  But  in  ad- 
dition there  are  such  prayers  as  "for 
the  labors  of  men,"  "Prosper  our 
industries,  that  our  land  may  be 
full  of  all  manner  of  store,  and 
there  be  no  *''?nn>iainlni  in  the 
streets."  Htn  stalks  tiM 
shadow  or  the  unemployed. 

PRAYEB  FOR  HELP 
Another  prayer  calls  for  help  "to 
make  pure  use  of  wealth  and  this 
]^>d^Jgod."  "'^°'»*^  J*J^»  bi 

seek  for  our  own  more  than  ouT 
weU-eamed  share  of  this  world  s 
gooda"  There  are  three  forms  of 
petition  "for  the  relations  of  men 

to  one  another,"  and  three  for  the 
"brotherhood  of  man  and  the  coun- 
cils of  the  njitions.  '  Pride  of  race 
Is  deprecat^'d  and  fellowship  of  the 
whole  human  family  Is  sought.  The 
modem  interest  in  civics  Is  recog- 
nized. In  general,  the  wider  appli- 
cation of  Christian  principles  to 
social  activities  Is  given  expression, 
although,  it  may  be  said,  in  what 
win  seem  to  many  ehurch  members 
a  somewhat  diffident  manner 

The  third  noteworthy  characteris- 
tic of  the  manual  is  the  alignment 
of  the  United  Church  of  Caniida ! 
through  this  book  with  the  calendar' 
of  the  church  year,  as  observed  by 
file  hl-storlcal  churches,  such  as  the 
Roman.  Eastern,  Anglican  and 
Lutheran.  There  Is  a  taWe  Of  les- 
sons, with  prayers  for  graoe,  begin- 
ning with  the  season  of  Advent  The 
full  series  is  not  tabulated.  It  ex- 
tends through  Advent.  Oiristmas, 
Epiphany.  Lent.  Bsster,  Pentecost; 
concluding  «nth  All  Saints'  Day 

The  bicluslon  of  this  table  of  les- 
sons is  the  more  remarkable  In  that 
it  represents  a  deprirture  from  the 
traditions  and  practice  of  the  three 
uniting  churches     The  Conj/rega- 
tlonalist,^,  in  their  a.ssertion  of  lib- 
erty of  worship,  broke  away  entirely 
from  ecclesiastical  forms.  Likewise 
the    Presbyterians,    who   today  In 
Scotland,  are  but  slowly  giving  a 
place  to  Christmas  in  their  religious 
services.   Methodists,  while  retain- 
ing  the  rttual  ot  the  Lord's  Supper 
sad  matrimeny,  discarded  the  whole 
church  ealendsr,  with  the  exception 
perhaps  of  Christmas  ,Tnd  Ka.ster 
POTENTIAL  VOLl  Mr: 
A  qualifying  word  mu.st  be  said  in 
closing  this  review  of  what  Is  be- 
lieved by  the  writer  to  be  one  of 
the  mo6t  potential  books  of  the  past 
few  years  in  the  religious  life  of 
Canada    What  Its  effect  will  be  on 
the  worship  of  the  United  Church 
Is  conjectural.    That  it  represents 
tendencies  towards  the  Uturgtoal  In 
wor.\hlp  is  evident.

"Most  of  these  Institutions  do  not 
the  name  'X-ray,'  for  they  are 
a»ara  that  there  haa  ataready  been 
propaganda  agataat  the  uae  of  the 
X-raya  for  attparflooaa  hair.  But 
whether  they  call  them  light  waves, 
or  maKlc  rays,  or  any  such  en- 
cowragln>f  mLsnomer,  thf'y  are  no 
other  than  the  X-rays,  Judging 
from  the  characteristic  X-ray  burns 
and  wrinkling  of  the  skin  which 
appear  some  time  after  treatment 
has  ceased.  At  one  time  one  insti- 
tution had,  the.  colossal  nerve  to 
advertise  that  'aot  the  X-rays  but 
only  the  Roentgen  ray'  was  used. 
This  could  not  deceive  anyone  who 
was  familiar  with  the  fact  that  the 
X-ray.s  are  often  called  Roentgen 
rays,  after  William  Conrad  Roent- 
gen, who  discovered  them  In  1895.

Sir,- There  are  a  great  many 
examples  In  the  commercial  world 
or  private  business  enterprlsee  that 
tiave  slipped  out  of  the  pubho  eye 
and  failed  when  their  advcrtlrtog 
was  discontinued.  The  Imperial 
Tobacco  C<»ipany  spends  one  mU- 
llon  dollars  a  year  to  keep  the 
name  of  its  products  in  front.  You 
would  wonder  why,  when  it  seems 
to  control  90  per  cent  of  the  to- 
bacco products  used  in  Canada 
The  Imperial  Tobacco  Company 
claims  that  to  stop  extensive  ad- 
vertisini;  would  merely  give  oppor- 
tunity tor  conipeiitlve  produoers  to 
step  into  their  place,  as  leaders,  by 
the  .same  medium  they  had  aban- 
doned, namely,  advertising. 

Many  of  the  candidates  seeking 
municipal  honors  seem  to  think 
that  the  money  spent  on  advertising 
of  our  civic  attractions  could  be 
better  applied  on  some  more  tang- 
ible development.  That,  of  course, 
l.s  o|)en  for  questioning.  For  my 
part  I  think  that  the  publicity  grant 
could  be  reduced  considerably,  and 
the  methods  of  advertising  con- 
densed and  likely  improved;  but  to 
extinguish  our  established  foothcdd 
in  the  reoognlaed  avenuea  of  tourist 
travel  wooM  be  about  the,  most  ab- 
surd thl^  ooaerivable. 

Last  Sdmmer  I  motored  through 
the  adjoining  States,  and  though  I 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  amount 
of  display  Victoria  made  for  the 
money  invested,  yet  the  reason  for 
and  the  obvious  profit  to  !>,>  ^'alned 
by  well-placed  advertising  was  ap- 
parent to  me.  Many  tourists  when 
they  reach  the  Pacific  Coast  are  In 
doubt  Just  where  to  go.  WeU  placed 
advertising  wlU  swing  many  of 
these  ptoplB  into  ttM  route  desired. 
Victoria  makes  a  strong  appeal  to 
the  tourist  who  le  out  on  a  motor- 
ing holiday  and  especially  to  thase 
who  seek  a  glimpse  of  Canada.  To 
cease  publicity  would  be  to  put  a 
blanket  on  progress.

125  sacks  for  the  &maU  sum  of  $1.26 
and  he  could  sell  them  for  $16.  He 
decided  to  have  a  look  at  his  pur- 
chase. But  when  he  opened  the  shed 
door  his  Jaw  dropped  and  he  gasped 
for  breath.  Iliere  lying  on  the  floor 
were  twenty-five  sacks.

In  the  morning  when  we  all 
wont  cut,  a  man,  sitting  at  oao  ond  of  tho 
street,  pulled  a  handle,  and  every  door  opened 
and  we  walked  out.  and  when  we  came  in  again 
the  man  shut  all  our  doors  for  us,  tn  the 
same  manner!"  He  api>eared  to  be  Immensely 
Impressed  with  this  attention.  "Such  good 
foodl  And  ovory  day  a  doctor  oano  to  see 
that  we  were  quite  well,  and  thOTg  was  BO 
money  to  be  paid  to  him!"

my  people  wore  lltUo  'oodar  bark  pantT  (loin 
cloths)  and  blankoto  made  from  tho  hab  of 
dogs  and  fron  'whHe  niowleh'  (mountain 
goat).

Then  next 
month  they  would  pack  and  move  to  the 
Vtaser  River  for  the  salmon  and  sturgeon: 
there  they  would  smoke  and  dry  thouoanda 
of  these  fish  to  be  put  away  for  the  Winter 
months.  At  the  Praser  River  were  the  blue- 
bcrrlea  aad  oraaberriaa,  thsso  ware  picked 
and  dried  too  Oollcharw -'Sya-Mut '  is  our 
name— were  caught  at  the  Praser  River,  but 
ao  Zndlaaoals  that  fish,  they  ore  jasi  oaaght 
for  the  grea.ie  Another  tlm-»  the  men  would 
go  after  seal  and  porpoise,  there  was  lots  of 
food  frooM  la  thooo  aalaali,  aU  to  bo  put 
away,  and  tho  aMat  ftlod  lor  koopli«.

( tT  RCMFIMBER  when  I  was  a  young  man.  we 
X  had  a  very  good  way  of  catching  the  ducks. 
I  wtU  tell  you  about  that.  Tlils  was  done  at 
night  tlBM,  When  It  got  dark.  Two  men  #00ld 
take  a  canoe  and  paddle  out  to  the  flate.  or 
to  any  plaoe  whore  they  knew  there  would  be

Vnd  was  sunk  to  tho  bottoto  of 
the  crock.  In  those  days  there  were  big 
times  when  the  first  salmon  came  up  the 
rtosra.  AU  the  Oowlehans  would  bo  gathorod 

at  their  fishing  eamp.s  and  there  would  be 
great  fires  in  the  lodges  and  much  dancing 
aad  otaglng,  after  whkh  the  oahnon  foast- 
Ing  would  begin.  Many  hundreds  of  salmon

British  Rubber 

AGRBAT  many  different  trees  produce 
the  milky  Juice,  or  latex,  which,  when 
dried.  Is  the  substance  from  which  all  rubber 
is  made.  For  a  long  time  it  came  only  from 
South  and  Central  America. 

It  is  not  much  more  than  half  a  century 
.since  Great  Britain  began  to  make  rubber 
plantationA  In  Asia.  Africa  and  the  many 
tropical  islands  of  her  Dominions.  Now  these 
are  the  chief  source  of  rubber  supply  for  ihe 
world.  Little  folks  who  run  to  school  clad  in 
lubber  from  top  to  toe  should  thank  Goodyear 
and  those  other  Inventors,  explorers  and 
manufacturers  who  have  had  to  do  with  the 
discovery.  Invention  and  perfection  of  rubber. 
Nor  should  we  forget  how  wonderfully  one 
part  of  the  world  helps  all  others  No  miracle 
of  olden  times  is  mon  wonderful  than  that 
the  juice  of  trees  that  gnw  thousanda  of 
miles  away  dMMld'aam  i«  mm  ehUdhaed 
to  old  age.

Winner  of  the  Nobel  Prize 

John  Galsworthy  • 


THE  Nobel  Prise  for  literature  has  once 
mon  been  bestowed  upon  an  BngUsh. 
or  should  we  say  British,  writer.  The 
Judges  wen  of  Swedish  and  Norwegian  na- 
tionality. George  Bernard  Shaw,  the  dram- 
atist; Rudyard  Kipling  and  J.  M.  Barrle,  be- 
loved of  children,  have  received  the  great  prise. 
It  laems  pltlftal.  In  a  way,  that  much  money 
should  be  bestowed  on  authors  who  already 
have  all  the  money  they  need,  while  yOUng 
writers  are  struggling  against  poverty. 

Let  us  try  to  learn  a  little  about  the  prize 
winner.  IX  you  chanced  to  meet  an  eklerly 
gentleman  riding  through  a  country  lane  or 
walking  through  a  park  with  his  dogs,  nothing 
would  mark  him  as  an  author  and  a  scholar. 
He  la  strong  and  active  and  healthy  as  a  man 
of  sixty-five  should  be  And  yet  if  you  go  Into 
a  Ubnry  you  will  find  that  this  English  gentle- 
man has  written  many  books  of  fiction,  a  gnat 
number  of  plays  and  some  poetry.  His  novels 
an  nad  wbenm  Bofllah  b  spoken  and  some 
of  tham  have  been  traaalatad  Into  olbar  lan- 
guages Not  many  sutbiB  ban  wiHIm  so 
much  In  a  lifetime. 

Mm  OalBWorthy  was  bom  th  the  year  the 
four  provinces  of  Canada  were  confedr:  atod. 
1107,  in  a  beautiful  home  In  Coombe,,  Surrey, 
■b  fathar  was  a  wealthy  man  who  had  come 
from  Devon  to  live  in  London  His  ance.stors 
had  lived  In  that  famous  and  beautiful  county 
aa  long  as  reeenb  wan  bapt  ma  flnother.  too, 

was  an  En^Iiishwoman 

When  John  was  old  enouRh  he  wa,s  sent  to 


the  famous  public  school  of  Harrow,  and  as  a 
young  man  went  to  Oxford.  M«  played  and 
worked  well  and  steadily,  but  neither  in  game.s 
nor  studies  was  he  remarluible,  so  it  is  related, 
eaeept  far  datarayaaMon  and  tanaeltjr.  Re 
would  not  give  up. 

His  school  days  over,  Mr  Galsworthy  studied 
law.  but  did  not  like  the  profession.  Befon 
making  up  his  mind  what  he  would  do^  he. 
like  many  other  yotmg  men  of  means  la 
Bngland,  set  out  to  see  foreign  lands.  On  a 
voyage  from  Austxalla  to  Africa  he  met  the 
young  Pole.  Joseph  Conrad.  Conrad  read  tha 
BnglUh  scholar  something  he  had  written  and 
was  encouraged  by  his  praise.  Perhaps  neither 
foresaw  that  Conrad  ahould  beoooM  one  o(  tba 
graataat  of  modem  Bithih  nonilata. 

Tobtol,  the  great  RossOui,  waa  aaotbar  auw- 

ter  Galsworthy  met  He  was  soon  to  try  hLs 
own  hand,  not  nry  suoceesfully  at  first,  at 
story  writing.  His  sweetheart  enaounfsd  bias 
to  persevere  and.  as  his  wife,  aba  baa  d8M  ao 
ever  since.  Many  stories  aabt  up  tba  FDa^rte 
Saga  They  are  for  the  grawn*ttpa,  a^aalafiir 
those  whose  oM  homes  have  been  In  Ekigland. 

The  King  conferred  on  Galsworthy  the  Order 
of  Merit  a  few  years  ago.  and  now  the  Nobel 
Prin  marks  his  place  In  the  literary  world. 

In  his  beautiful  hoaM  his  nephew,  a  famous 
artist,  lives  and  works.  Many  of  his  pictures 
adorn  the  walls.

OJR  little  weatherbeaten  brown  house 
lay,  long  and  low.  among  the  Balm 
of  Oilead  trees  along  the  lake  shore 
—the  rooeas  all  laid  end  to  end.  like  the  links 
In  a  chain,  opening  one  into  another,  and 
all  on  a  veranda  whleh  ran  the  whoia  length 
of  forty-two-  feat 

Across  a  little  open  space  at  one  end  was 
a  aapamta  ahaok.  a  "lean-to,"  with  two  rooms, 
and  BOtblag  to  lean  against,  eonsistilng  of  tha 
kitchen  and  Chinaman's  room.

POISONING  rats  around  the  farmstead  or 
other  places  where  other  animals  are 
liable  to  pick  op  the  poison  has  long  given 
concern  to  those  forced  to  use  .such  methods 
to  eradicate  the  rodents.  American  blolo- 
flata  have  now  diaoovwod  an  Onaatal  IhMrer 
bidb  that  will  destroy  rat.s  and  harm  nothlag 
«1m.  Its  operation  Is  based  on  the^  discovery, 
that  rata  cannot  vomit,  irtiOa  ether  animals 
rating  It  Immediately  emit  tho  aBxtun  aa^ 
are  imharBMd. 

The  bulb  is  known  as  red  squin,  is  like  an 
enlarged  tulip  bulb,  three  to  five  inche.s  in 
diameter  and  of  orange-red  color.

grow*-  older.  This  coarse-tipped  wool  should 
be  dipped  when  It  Is  between  one  and  two 
mema  m  ataple  aad  Is  then  wen  fitted  to  ba 
spun  Into  the  fluffy  yarns  which  are  most 
In  demand.  Frequent  dipping  atlmulfttea 
growth  and  no  gioomlag  is  required  between 
clips.  Therefore,  short  staple  wool  Is  very 
easily  and  expedltloualy  harveated  and  many 
wool  growers  pmfer  to  B>»BlftM—  la  this  grade.

Alter  two  years  of  research 
and  preparatory  work  aa  Baiplre-wWle  or- 
ganization, with  Its  hcaUquaiters  at  3  and  4 
Clements  Inn,  London,  haa  been  established 
UBder  the*  title  of-  The  Kmplif  Farmers' 
Oo-op..  Ltd. 

Lord  Strathspey  to  the  chairman  of  the 
movement  and  a  number  of  other  prominent 
agriculturists  have  consented  to  Jola  the 
control  board.  A  large  capital  aum  Is  avail- 
•Ma  and  operations  are  already  beginning 
In  the  overseaa  portkm  of  the  Bnphra  aa  wall 
as  In  the  Mother  Country. 
The  aims  of  the  society  are:

Empire-Wide  Participaiion 

EKTH.  Dominion  and  Colony  participating

««/^UR  plan  provides  for  the  establlsh- 
ment  of  our  oym  Bailiff  In  thl«  fftiintry 
We  shall  not  import  flour  but  grain,  in  order 
to  provide  more  work  for  Mtlah  people.  We 
shall  also  have  agrictUtural  research  stations 
in  various  parte  of  the  Britl&h  isles  and  the 
overseaa  DamUnions.

Higher  Prices  for  Farm 
Products  Essential 
for  Prosperity

Nccl,  a  member  of  the  advisory  board,  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Dtotrict  "A"  Farmers' 
Inatltutea  at  Duncan. 

Reviewing  conditions  during  the  past  year. 
Mr.  Neel  stated  the  outstanding  feature,  as 
far  as  agricultural  conditions  were  concerned, 
was  the  steady  fall  in  the  price  of  farm  com- 
modities. "Wheat,  the  basic  commodity,  has 
reached  the  lowest  price  for  the  past  <aoo 
years,  and  with  the  Immense  stocka  on  hand 
in  all  the  producing  countries,  there  doea 
not  seem  to  be  any  prospect  of  a  material  la* 
crease  In  price.

A  radiator  working  on  similar 
principles  comes  equipped  with  a 
huiii!di.stat,  which  is  actuated  by 
the  amount  of  moisture  In  the  air 
and  automatically  maintains  the 
proper  relative  humidity. 

A  different  conception  entirely  is 
onLamed  In  another  device.  Above 
the  convection  radiator  unit  is  a 
water  tank  which  holds  a  number  of 
water-absorbing  fins  which  rajddljr 
transmit  water  fnnn  the  tank  to  a 
position  in  the  direct  path  of  the  air.
